A number of people ask each 


year about the proper time to 
collect grafting wood. The wood 
for grafting must be taken when 
dormant and held in cold stor- 
age until used. February is a 
good month for collecting the 
wood.

The twigs should be % inch to Vfe 
inch in diameter and contain 
two or three good buds. They 
should be tied in bundles and 
packed in damp well rotted saw- 
dust, peat moss or straw and 
held at 34 to 40 degrees temper- 
ature.

Arkansans bragging to out-of- 


staters about the state's natural 
resources are quick to think of 
bauxite and America's only dia- 
mond mine, but few ever men- 
tion that Arkansas until recent- 
ly led the nation in production 
of another mineral—barite. 


And America is the world's 
. largest producer of the mineral 
' which has a number of uses 
ranging from paint production 
to oil well drilling. 


Back in 1939 the state was 


non-producer of barite, the com 
mercial barium mineral also 
known as barium sulphate. By 
M44 Arkansas led the nation in 
r. 


barite production, even though picture. 
it was, and still is, mined in 
only two counties — Hot Spring 


I and Saline. 


s useful in oil well drilling.

iron tests of President John- 
son's ability — compared with 
President John F. Kennedy's— 
to get what he wants from Con- 
gress will lie in what happens 
to two of his major programs. 


t' 
These—civil rights and medi- 


f ftal care for the aged—are John- 


son's two most controversial 
programs, as they were Kenne- 


dy's. Kennedy never got to first 
base with either of them. 


There had been some prelim- 


inary action on civil rights by 
the time he died. Medical care 
remained frozen and unbudged 
in Congress for his entire presi- 
dency. 


The test of Johnson's leader- 


ship with Congress is not in just 
getting passage of some kind 
of civil rights and medical care 
bills. The test is whether these 
bills, if and when passed, have 
strength and meaning. 


When Johnson took office Con- 


gress was already fiddling with 
Kennedy's civil rights bill and 
one other major program, a tax 
cut. Johnson at once pushed 
them both as his own, exactly 


as he had Inherited thttn. ' 


By the time K«nr*dy dted 


last November he had tlready 
lost hope on the medkit elf* 
bill for 1963. Monday Johnson 
sent Congress his own message 
on medical care, asking for its 
passage this year. 
; 


But—there is one thing: to be 


noted about this Johnson mes- 
sage. He didn't say he Was ask-, 
ing for exactly the same bill 
Kennedy proposed. It; 'seems 
fair to say he was suggesting a 
bill somewhat similar td Kfeh- 
nedy's. 
The heart of Kennedy^ pro- 


posal had been hospital insur- 
ance based on Social Security 
payments. Monday Johnson said 


this "is clearly the best 
method." 


But he didn't spell out any of 


it in detail whereas Kennedy 
did in each of his messages 
since INI. For instance: 90 days 
of hospital care with a maxi- 
mum of |90 to be paid by the 
patient. 


the Kennedy bill faced gran- 
ite opposition both in Congress 
and irom the American Medi- 
cal Association. Presumably, 
Johnson's Will, too, if he tries 
to get exactly what Kennedy 
wanted, although he nowhere 
said he would.

Johnson Is 
Early Riser, 
Hard Worker 


Second of a three-part series..

WASHINGTON (AP) - As a 


boy, Lyndon B. Johnson was 
ften awakened at 4:30 a.m. by 
laving one bare foot twisted by 
lis father's impatient hands. 


"Git up, Lyndon!" the father's 


words were as sharp as the sud- 
den twinge of the ankle. "Every 
other boy in town already has 


halC - hour's head start on 


/ou!" 


Few men in Washington get a 


lalf-hour's head start on the 
resident, and few work later. 
The key fact about Johnson's 


vork pattern is that he seldom 
stops working—even when he's 
socializing. Work and relaxation 
;o hand in hand. 


On an average morning, John- 


son is awake by G:30 a.m. A 
ifetime of habit makes .it diffi- 
cult for him to sleep later. By 
6:45, 
the President's aide and 


official shadow, Jack Valenti, is 
at the White House, prepared to 
go over the day's schedule and 
give Johnson a briefing on se- 
cret intelligence from around 
.he globe. 


After the intelligence briefing, 


;he first order of business is a 
ook at the day's schedule. How 
should 
the 
President 
handle 


;ach visitor or visiting delega- 
;ion? What does he want to tell 
;hem? What does he want to 
earn from them? Johnson and 
Valenti, shuffling through fold- 
ers of neatly filed memos on 
each appointment, decide the 
day's strategy. 


Then 
comes 
the "reading 


hour," which may stretch to 
nearly two hours. There are spe- 
cial studies, intelligence reports, 
diplomatic cables and mem- 
oranda from various agencies. 


Like the late President John 


F. Kennedy, Johnson is a fast 
reader. His assistants say he 
has "a blotting paper memory" 
for key facts. 


Newspapers are a major part 


of the President's morning read- 
ing. 
He thumbs through seven 


or eight of them, including the 
Washington Post, Baltimore Sun, 
New York Times, New York 
Herald 
Tribune, 
New 
York 


Daily News, Chicago Tribune 
and Philadelphia Inquirer. The 
list is limited only by the num- 
ber available at dawn. 


The President skims the pa- 


per, looking in particularly for 
prime news or for dispatches, 
columns and editorials concern- 
ing his own activities. 


Like many a president, John- 


son attaches great importance 
to the things t^at reporters and 
pundits write about him. If an 
article strikes him as favorable 
— "objective," he would say — 
Johnson is delighted. He has 
been known to venture into the 
White House lobby, where news- 
men congregate, to bestow per- 
sonal 
congratulations 
on 


startled reporter. If the printed 
word is displeasing, the writer 
may get a personal phone call 
from the President, who does 
not hesitate to suggest amend- 
ments. 


His reading completed, John- 


son is ready for breakfast: a 
half melon and a cup of tea 
The menu seldom varies. 


Sometimes Johnson 
remains 


in the White House living quar- 
ters for an hour or two after 
breakfast, seeing top officials or 
calling them on the telephone. 


Johnson lives with the tele- 


phone, using it to quiz depart- 
ment heads, cajole members of 
Congress, or surprise 
casual 


acquaintances. 


On a usual morning, Johnson 


is in his oval office about 9:30 
a.m., ready for appointments. 


With many presidents, the ap- 


pointments schedule has been 
semjsacred. 
Visitors 
have 


moved in and out according to 
the timetable. 


For Johnson, a schedule is 


something to exercise the imag- 
ination. Some appointments wil 
be delayed, postponed or can 
celed. Others will be added. 


While one man waits 30 min 


utes to see Johnson another may 
find a 10-minute appoiutmen 
stretching into an hour. If John 
son wants to make a point, or ei 
g^ge in a thorough discussioi 
of, a, tpfl$,h£ judges, important
